Introduction 

No. 104|ll|Accts.—1. In pursuance of the 
requirement of section 18(5) of the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980, the Council of the Institute 
of Company Secretaries of India is pleased to pub¬ 
lish hereunder the third Annual Report, the audited 
statements of accounts and the Auditors’ report 
thereon for the year ended 31st March, 1983. 

2. Being the annual report published by a 
Council elected for the first time under the detail¬ 
ed regulations framed after the conversion of the 
Institute as a statutory body, it is proposed to give 
at the outset in five stages the historical back¬ 
ground indicating the need felt of the profession, 
the objectives with which the Institute was origi¬ 
nally set up, the achievements and impact made 
so for and th activities organised during the finan¬ 
cial year to pursue those objectives and generally 
the goals of the Institute. Thereafter the activities 
undertaken during the year under report are given. 

Histoical Background 

3. The first stage—The need of Profession.— 
The need to place professionally trained person¬ 
nel at the disposal of company managements was 
felt and stressed both in Parliament and outside, 
when the Companies Bill, 1953 was piloted in 
Parliament. The then Finance Minister gave a 
general assurance in Parliament that the then 
Department of Company Law Administration 
would help in the building up of a profession of 
company secretaries in India as company law be¬ 
came complicated over the years and was found 
to require the services of specialists to comply with 
its myriad requirements. With the rising tempo of 
industrial growth and consequent growth of com- 
lexity in modern business, it became clear that a 
specialist had to emerge to easure compliance of 
various economic legislations affecting the work¬ 
ing corporate sector and coordinate the conflict¬ 
ing interests in company management. 

3.1 Visualising secretaryship is an essential and 
indispensible appendage of joint stock companies 
in trade, commerce and industry, of commercial 
and state undertakings, and of public bodies, the 
Government decided the establishment of a profes¬ 
sional body on a firm footing which could impart 
training in secretarial matters in relation to cor¬ 
porate sector, hold examinations to test the know¬ 
ledge and skill of candidates for the profession 
and exercise supervision and control over the 


members of the profession. While arriving at a 
consensus in an Ail India Conference organised by 
the Central Government to form the Institute in 
October 1956, the then Secretary, Company Law 
Administration Shri D. L. Mazumdar stated “just 
as the modem Government cannot be run with¬ 
out secretariat, similarly no modem company 
management can be carried on without a com¬ 
pany secretary; that in our conviction and I take 
it that there is a justification for striving to evolve 
for an All India Institution of Company Secretaries 
on sound lines.” 

4. The second stage—The initial Trials and 
Tribulations.—As the Institute formed in 1957 
at Calcutta could not withstand the initial trials 
and tribulations subjected to by its constituents, 
it had to be dissolved soon after its formation. 

5. The third stage—The strength and support 
of the Government.—The Government of India 
thereupon took upon itself the challenge of pro¬ 
viding a qualified cadre of company secretaries. 
It accordingly set up an Advisory Board by a 
Government resolution in April 1960 to advise 
the Government on standardisation of the basic 
qualifications, drawing up a syllabi and scheme of 
examinations, holding of examinations, arrange¬ 
ment for practical training, maintenance of stan¬ 
dards of the profession and measures for attaining 
recognition to the profession. The Government of 
India thereafter framed the syllabus, commenced 
examinations for Government Diploma in Com¬ 
pany Secretaryship from 1961 and arranged for 
practical training facilities in companies and offices 
of Registrar of Companies for grant of the Dip¬ 
loma. 

6. The fourth stage—An Institute of Company 
Secretaries.—The conduct of examinations and im¬ 
parting of practical training facilities were under 
taken by the Government till 1968 as an at ad 
hoc measure to bring up a nucleus of qualified 
company secretaries. In order to develop the pro¬ 
fession on the lines of the other two existing Insti¬ 
tutes, viz. the Institute of Chartered Accountants 
of India and the Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants of India, the Central Government 
promoted and registered an Institute of Company 
Secretaries of India on 4th October 1968 as a 
company under section 25 of the Companies Act, 
1956 with the following objectives: 

(a) to take over the entire work connected 
with the company secretaries examina¬ 
tions; 

(b) to impact training to the students for 
qualifying in company secretaries exami¬ 
nation; 

(c) to hold examinations; 

(d) to organise practical training for quali¬ 
fied students; 
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(a) providing a qualified cadre of company 
secretaries for the use of corporate sec¬ 
tor; 
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(e) to provide various classes of members; 

(f) to regulate and maintain the status and 
standards of secretarial profession; and 

(g) to exercise professional supervision over 
the members of the Institute. 

7, Soon after its incorporation the Institute had 
successfully pursued all the objectives and made 
and impart of its existence in the eyes of the 
Government, the corporate sector and the general 
public. The Government therefore thought it lit 
to amend the Companies Act, 1956 in February, 
1975 for compulsory appointment of qualified sec¬ 
retaries in companies having a paid-up share capi¬ 
tal of Rs. 25 lacs or more and providing for mem¬ 
bership of the Institute as an essential prescribed 
qualification for such appointment. 

8, The fifth stage—The statutory body.—Con¬ 
sidering that the Institute had fully justified the 
support given to it by the Government during its 
existence of 12 years, the Government of India 
concerted the Institute into a statutory body under 
an Act of Parliament titled The Company Secre¬ 
taries Act, 1980 with effect from 1-1-1981 to 
regulate and develop the profession of company 
secretaries in India. Observing in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, that the profession has an 
important part to play in the introduction of 
professional management in the area of corporate 
management, Shri Shiv Shankar, the then Minister 
for Law, Justice and Company Affairs, summed 
up that the Bill was in the interest of development 
of professional management of the corporate sec¬ 
tor. The main changes brought about by the Act 
include— 

(a) recognition to the profession by law; 

(b) specific provision to engage in practice 
including as share transfer agent, issue 
house, share and stock broker, secreta¬ 
rial auditor or consultant, and on legal 
and procedural matter relating to com¬ 
pliance of company law and other eco¬ 
nomic legislations; 

(e) provisions regulating the conduct of 
members in service and|or in practice 
and empowering the Council and Disci¬ 
plinary Committee to have disciplinary 
control over members and power of 
Civil Court in summoning witnesses or 
receiving evidence on affidavits; 

(d) providing that no other person shall seek 
to regulate the profession or indicate 
attainment of professional competence 
similar to that of a member of the Insti¬ 
tute. 

9, The objects pursued by the Institute and the 
activities undertaken for the regulation and deve¬ 
lopment of the profession include: 


(b) standardising the basic qualifications for 
entry into the profession and imparting 
training and education for candidates 
to qualify in the company secretaryship 
examination; 

(c) holding examinations to test the know¬ 
ledge and skill of candidates endeavour¬ 
ing to become qualified company secre¬ 
taries: 

(d) assessing the practical experience of the 
qualified candidates and providing prac¬ 
tical training to them and to enrol them 
as members of the Institute; 

(e) providing professional knowledge and 
updating thereof to enable members to 
attain and maintain requisite standards 
in their service to corporate sector; 

ff) maintaining professional control over the 
members; and 

(g) attaining recognition to the profession 
and increasing the opportunities of em¬ 
ployment and [or practice to the mem¬ 
bers and students of the Institute. 

Organisational Set up 

10. The Company Secretaries Regulations, 

1982.-—The Company Secretaries Regulations, 
1982 prescribed under die Act to regulate the work¬ 
ing of the Institute were published in the Gazette 
of India Extraordinary (Part III, Section 4, Serial 
No. 9 dated 16 September 1982) and came into 
force with effect from 16th September, 1982. 

11. Council. 

11.1 In pursuance of the provisions of Section 
9(2) of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980 the 
regional constituencies were notified by the Central 
Government in the Gazette of India, Extraordi¬ 
nary [Part II, sub-section (ii) of section 3 under 
S.O. No. 670(E)] dated 16-9-82. Thereafter, the 
first elections to the Council were held and the 
following persons were declared as duly elected to 
the Council.

The Council was constituted with effect from 
30th December 1982 (2 P.M.) and the members 
assumed office for a period of three years from 
that date. 

11.2 In accordance with the powers conferred 
on the Central Government under clause (b) of 
sub-section (2) of section 9 of the Act, Shri S. C. 
Barna, Shri S. C. Mital and Dr. R. S. Nigam 
were nominated with effect from 30th December 
1982 and Shri N S Mittal for a period of one year 
with effect from 30th December 1982. Subsequent¬ 
ly, Shri K. D. Saksena was nominated by the Cen¬ 
tral Government an a member with effect from 
12th May 1983 vice Shri S. C. Mittal on his 
transfer to the Ministry of Finance. 

11.3 The Council held 7 meetings during the 
year 1982-83. 

12. President and Vice-President of the Coun¬ 
cil.—At the first meeting of the new Council held 
on the afternoon of 30th December, 1982, Dr. 
P. P. Mistry relinquished the office of President 
and Shri D. B. Saxena was unanimously elected to 
the office of President for a period of one year 
from that date. At the same meeting Shri K. V, 
Shambhogue was also unanimously elected as 
Vice-President for one year. 

13. Committees of the Council.—In accordance 
with the provisions contained in section 17 of the 
Act, the Council constituted three Standing and 
six other committees for a period of one year. The 
present composition of the various committees 
and the number of meetings held by each Com¬ 
mittee are given in Appendix ‘A’ to the Report. 

14. Constitution of Regional Council.—Pursu¬ 
ant to the provisions contained in section 23(2) 
of the Act and the regulations made thereunder, 
the first elections to all the four Regional Councils 
were held in 1982 and the new Regional Councils 
were dulv constituted with effect from 30th De¬ 
cember, 1982 for a period of three years. Each 
Regional Council brings out a regular bulletin on 
its activities and the gist of activities as reported 
in their Annual Report for 1982-83 is given in 
Appendix ‘B’ to the Report. 


15. Constitution of Chapters.—The Institute has 
30 Chapters under the jurisdiction of the four 
Regional Councils. The Council has since notified 
the Company Secretaies Chapter Guidelines, 1983 
specifying inter alia the requirements and condi¬ 
tions with respect to the constitution of Chapters 
of the Institute. 

Provision of Members for Employment and|or 
Practice. 

16. Membership.—During the year under re¬ 
port 353 Associates (including 76 Fellows) were 
admitted to membership of the Institute. As on 
31st March, 1983, the Institute had on its roll 4448 
members, comprising 3563 Associates and 885 
Fellows. The names of 48 members comprising 
43 Associates and 5 Fellows stood deleted as on 
31st March 83 due to non-payment of fees and 
11 members due to death. The number of members 
residing abroad as on 31st March, 83 was 111. 
A Table on growth of members during the last 5 
years is given as Appendix ‘C’ to the Report. 

17. Certificate of Practice,—Certificates of Prac¬ 
tice were issued to 90 members during the year 
under review and 450 members were holding Cer¬ 
tificate of Practice as at the end of the year. A 
Table on the growth of members holding certifi¬ 
cate of practice is given in Appendix ‘D’ to the 
Report. 

18. List of Members.—In pursuance of section 
19(3) of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, 
read with regulation 161, a List of Members of 
the Institute as on 1-4-1962 was published, by 
computer processing for the first time, and supplied 
to members. In addition a Directory of Company 
Secretaries giving photographs name, membership 
number and date of birth of members has been 
published as on 31 March, 1982 for the benefit 
and use of members, as a saleable publication. 

Provision of facilities for updating professional 
knowledge of members. 

19. Professional DevelopmentjContinuing Edu¬ 
cation and Publications.—-During the year the 
Institute had organised six Professional Deve- 
lopmentjContinuing Education programmes and 
brought out three more publications in addition to 
providing service to loose-leaf ready referencers 
brought out in earlier years as listed in Appendix 
E to the Report. 

20. Research scheme.—The Council had for¬ 
mulated a research scheme to encourage research 
on topics of interest to the profession. During the 
vear a research proiect titled “Impact of Foreign 
Collaboration in India” was awarded to .Shri V. 
Krishnaii. Tinmati under the Scheme. Shri Krishna 
ii has since submitted the final research study 
which under scrutiny for publication by the Insti¬ 
tute. 
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21. Second International Congress of Company 
Secretaries in Sydney, Australia.—The Second 
International Congress of Company Secretaries 
was held in Sydney, Australia from 9th May to 
13th May 1982 on the theme “Resources Mana¬ 
gement into the Twenty First Century” under the 
auspices of the Australian Division of the Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators, 
London. The President and Members of the Insti¬ 
tute were invited by the foreign body to attend 
the Congress and accordingly the Institute orga¬ 
nised a delegation of 36 members including the 
President, Vice-President, some Council members 
and Secretary of the Institute which effectively 
participated in the Congress. 

22. Eleventh National Convention.—The Ele¬ 
venth National Convention of Company Secreta¬ 
ries was held at New Delhi from 12th to 14th 
February 1983 on the theme “The Board and 
Corporate Management”. The convention was in¬ 
augurated by Shri Jagan Nath Kaushal, Hon’ble 
Minister of Law, Justice and Company Affairs. 
It is proposed to formulate a Management Infor¬ 
mation System to provide a list of items to be 
referred to the Board and the formatics in which 
the requisite information should be provided to the 
Board for guidance of company secretaries. 


25. Reconstitutions attained.—The Institute 
continues to make progress irt attaining 
more recognitions for its members, for pursuing 
Ph.D. course under various universities, for em¬ 
ployment in various fields and for practice as a 
company secretary. During the year under report, 
Punjab University has recognised the member¬ 
ship qualification for pursuing Ph.D. course. The 
Indian Banks Association has recognised the mem¬ 
bership for recruitment to specialist officers’ cadre. 
The Government of India has recognised the mem¬ 
bership for recruitment to officers’ Grade I, II, 
111 and IV in the “Accounts Branch” of the Cen¬ 
tral Company Law Service, The list of recogni¬ 
tions obtained so far is given in Appendix ‘F’ to 
the Report. 

26. Secretarial Audit Report.—A Secretarial 
Audit Report as finanlised by the Professional 
Development Committee alter its consideration by 
a Task Force appointed for this purpose, is under 
consideration of the Council. The final format of 
the Secretarial Audit Report as approved by the 
Council will be forwarded to the Central Govern¬ 
ment for considering intorduction of secretarial 
adult in companies by company secretaries in prac¬ 
tice, as envisaged in the Company Secretaries Act, 
1980. 


23. Chartered Secretary.—The journal of tlie 
Institute ‘Chartered Secretary’ commenced its 13th 
volume in January 1983 and had continued to 
maintain its popularity as an useful and informa¬ 
tive journal to the members, students, company 
executives and allied professionals. The Editorial 
Advisory Board was reconstituted during the year. 

24. Memoranda submitted to Committees.— 
The following memoranda were submitted during 
the year under report to the various Expert Com¬ 
mittees appointed by the Government- 

(a) To the Study Group on financing of the 
Private Corporate Sector in the Sixth 
Year Plan set up by the Planning Com¬ 
mission, views on the growth of the in¬ 
dustrial investment in the private cor¬ 
porate sector during the Sixth Plan and 
measures needed to stimulate invest¬ 
ment activity. 

(b) To the Expert Committee set up by the 
Reserve Bank of India on issues relating 
to presentation of Annual Accounts by 

banks. 

(c) To the Expert Committee on Exchange 
Control Regulations set up by the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India on issues relating 
to exports and imports. 

Attainment of recognitions and opportunities to 
the Profession. 


27. Guidance notes.—For the first time, guid¬ 
ance notes are under preparation on the following 
areas of recognition obtained for practising com¬ 
pany secretaries. 

(i) Recognition under Import-Export Policy; 

(ii) Recognition under the Secretaries Con¬ 
tracts (Regulation) Act; 

(iii) Recognition from All India Financial 
Institutions. 

The guidance notes will be printed and supplied 
to members holding certificate of practice free 
of cost. 

Registration of students, imparting of educa¬ 
tion, conduct of examinations and provision of 
training facilities. 

28, Registration of Students.—According to 
the Register of Students maintained by the Insti¬ 
tute, the total number of students registered till 
the end of the year was 87159. The number of 
students, whose registration was current as at the 
end of the year, was 47687, including those whose 
registration was extended under Regulation 21(3). 
9194 students were registered during the year un¬ 
der report. A student on growth of students show¬ 
ing candidates who have completed Intermediate 
and Final examinations and number of companies 
recognised for practical training is given as Ap¬ 
pendix ‘G’—Table 1 to the Report. 
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29. Coaching 

29.1 Registration and issue of completion certi¬ 
ficates.—All the students registered during the 
year were enrolled for postal tuition and a total 
number of 12,821 coaching completion certificate 
for various groups were issued during the year 
under report. A comparative statement for 5 years 
on the number of students enrolled for postal tui¬ 
tion and issued with coaching completion certifi¬ 
cates, is given as Appendix ‘G’ Table II to the 
Report. 

29.2 Study Material.—With a view to enabling 
the students to equip themselves better in prepar¬ 
ing for the Institute’s examinations, the study 
material and suggested answer were further re¬ 
vised. Along with the revision of study material 
the test papers were also simultaneously revised 
taking into account the questions set in the Insti¬ 
tutes’ examinations. The Guideline answers for 
the Intermediate and Final examinations question 
papers were brought out in August 1982 and 
March 1983, for the examinations held in June 
1982 and December 1982 respectively. 

29.3 Suggested Readings.—A detailed list of 
suggested read books to be read as supplement to 
the study material was prepared under the head¬ 
ings ‘Books for reference’ and ‘Books for reading’ 
and are being referred to in the study material. 
Steps have been initiated to review the suggested 
readings annually to maintain reference books 
upto-date. 

29.4 Revision of Syllabus.—An exercise was 
undertaken to revise the existing syllabus with a 
view to incorporating new topics and amending 
the existing syllabus to make it more responsive 
to the demands of the corporate sector. The views 
of the Regional Councils and Chapters were ear¬ 
lier sought for this purpose. This revision of sylla¬ 
bus is under consideration of the Syllabus Review 
Committee. 

29.5 Personal Contact Programmes.—With a 
view to having interaction with the local students 
undergoing postal!oral tuition and the teaching 
faculty imparting oral tuition in important cities, 
the academic staff in the Directorate of Studies 
visited a few oral tuition centres in Northern and 
Southern Regions during the year. 

30. Introduction of Hindi as an optional me¬ 
dium of writing examination. 

30.1 The question of introducing Hindi, 
the official languages of the country, as a 
medium of examination came under discussion. The 
Government had convened meetings under the 
auspices of the Secretary of the Department of 
Company Affairs at which the Presidents of the 
three professional institutes, vi*. The Institute of 
Chartered Accountants of India, the Institute of 


Cost and Works Accountants of India and the 
Institute of Company Secretaries of India were 
present. The Government desired that the profes¬ 
sional institutes examine the feasibility of intro¬ 
ducing Hindi as an optional medium of examina¬ 
tion as early as possible. The Presidents of the 
three Institutes agreed in principle to the proposal 
and assured that the matter will be pusued fur¬ 
ther. 

30.2 Hindi, under the Constitution, is the only 
Official Language of India. It has increasingly 
been introduced in various spheres of life in the 
country, including as a medium in the UPSC and 
some Universities Examinations. Taking into 
accout the legal and the factual position and after 
considering the views of the Examination Com¬ 
mittee and the Training and EducationaljFacili- 
ties Committee, the Council has decided to intro¬ 
duce Hindi as an optional medium in the Exami¬ 
nations for company secretaryship in stages, com¬ 
mencing with the Pelimtnary Examination seen 
after the regulations are suitably amended with 
the approval of the Central Govenment for that 
purpose. English, however, will continue to be the 
main medium of examinations. 

31. Examinations.—-The Institute has held two 
examinations during the year. In June 1982, exa¬ 
mination was conducted in 29 centres and in De¬ 
cember 1982 in 38 centres including four new exa¬ 
mination centres opened at Belgeum, Mysore, 
Modinagar and Ludhiana on experimental basis. 
In June 1982 session 589 and 223 candidates 
completed Intermediate and final examinations 
respectively and in December 1982 session 689 
and 276 candidates completed Intermediate and 
Final examinations respectively. A statement 
showing groupwise results on conduct of examina¬ 
tions for Intermediate and Final examinations for 
five years is given in Appendix ‘G’ as Table III 
and Table IV respectively. 

32. Practical Training.—Including 37 public 
limited companies recognised for practical training 
during the year, the total number of companies 
recognised for practical training as at the close of 
the year was 397. During the year 515 candidates 
who had passed the final examination were spon¬ 
sored for practical training in these companies. 

Accounts and Audit. 

33. Accounts, Reserves and Surplus.—Pursu¬ 
ant to sub-section (5) of section 18 of the Act, 
a copy of the audited accounts has been published 
herewith. 

33.1 Income and Expenditure Account.—The 
Income and Expenditure Account for the year 
under review has shown an excess of expenditure 
over income to the tune of Rs. 3,32,961. Although 
there has been a continuous increase during the 
last few years in the cost of services rendered to 
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the members and students, due to all round in¬ 
flation, there has been no corresponding upward 
revision in the fees payable by members and stu¬ 
dents. The .Council has, therefore, undertaken a 
thorough review of the expenditure. Further, an 
analytical report on the various factors and items 
which had increased the cost of services in respect 
of members and students is under consideration 
of the Council. Suitable steps will be taken includ¬ 
ing revision in the fees to avoid a deficit. 

33.2 Capitalisation of Fees.—As per last prac¬ 
tice, the entrance fees received from Associates 
and Fellow Members and registration fees receiv¬ 
ed for issue of Certificate of Practice amounting 
to Rs. 1,00,325 have been capitalised. The capital 
reserve at the end of the year stood at 
Rs. 10,60,512. 

33.3 Reserve and Surplus.—An appropriation 
of Rs. 1,98,795 has been made on account of in¬ 
terest on earmarked fixed deposit directly to Build¬ 
ing Reserve Fund as per past practice. The capi¬ 
tal payments to the tune of Rs. 8,77,333 made 
during the year under report to the contractors 
on account of their bills in connection with the 
construction of the Institute’s Headquarters build¬ 
ing has been transferred to General Reserve. We 
are thankful to the Govt, of India, Deptt. of Com¬ 
pany Affairs, to have accorded the sanction for 
the writing off of the amount payable to the Gov¬ 
ernment on account of pay and allowances of the 
government staff who were deputed to the Insti¬ 
tute during the period of promotional stage from 
1-1-1969 to 30-4-1970. Accordingly the provi¬ 
sion of Rs. 74,333 shown on the liabilities side of 
the Balance Sheet of previous years on account 
of salaries payable, has been transferred to the 
General Reserve. The total General Reserve stood 
at Rs. 74,72,754 as on 31st March, 1983. 

33.4 The summary of die financial statement 
of affairs is given as Appendix ‘H’ to the Re¬ 
port. Further, 'analytical statements giving the 
growth of income, expenditure, assets, liabilities 
and surplus for a period of five years have been 
tabulated and given in 6 parts as Appendix T 
to this report. 

34. Auditors.—Pursuant to section 18(4) of 
the Act, the Council rc-appointed Mjs. D. K. 
Sengupta and Company, Chartered Accountants, 
New Delhi, as Auditors to audit the accounts for 


the year ended 31st March 1983. The report of 
the Auditors is published herewith along with the 
statements of accounts. 

APPRECIATION 

35. The Council wishes to place on record its 
deep appreciation of the valuable services ren¬ 
dered by the members of the outgoing Council 
under whose auspices, among other achievements, 
the Headquarters building was completed, the 
Institute was converted into a statutory body and 
the first elections to the Council and four Regio¬ 
nal Councils were held under the Company Sec¬ 
retaries Regulations, 1982 to induct the new 
Council. 

36. The Council also wishes to convey its grati¬ 
tude to the Ministers and officers of the Central 
Government for their continued patronage and 
support to the Council of the Institute during the 
year. The support given to the profession and the 
Council of the Institute by the corporate sector, 
the activities undertaken by the Chapters and the 
four Regional Councils and the strength and en¬ 
couragement given to the Institute by the indivi¬ 
dual members and students of the Institute have 
raised the stature and standards of the profession. 

37. The Council also wishes to express its thanks 
to the members of the outgoing and reconstituted 
Editorial Advisory Board of Chartered Secretary 
for the contribution made to the quality and con¬ 
tents of the journal. 

38. Lastly, but not in the least, the Council 
places on record its appreciation of the continued 
devotion to duty exhibited by the Secretary and 
his team of officers and staff without whose co¬ 
operation these significant achievements could not 
have taken place in the Institute.

The Regional Council organised six study circle 
meetings, two luncheon meetings, five Symposia 
and one Seminar.

209-A, Secretarial Audit Report, Issue of Deben¬ 
tures, Terms Loan and Documentation and 
Union Budget 1983-84. A one-day Seminar on 
“Changing Patterns in Industrial Relations” was 


organised jointly with the Ranchi Chapter of the 
Istitute on 17th October, 1982. The Regional 
Council which had four Chapters at Patna, 
Gauhati, Bhubaneswar and Ranchi organised the 
5th Chapter at Jamshedpur which was inaugurated 
by Mr. R. H. Mody, Vice-Chairman and Manag¬ 
ing Director, TISCO, on 3rd August, 1982.
